The pursuit continues. The bridges across the 
Daxl, near Berlin, are occupied by regulars. 
Fighting. between regulars and insurgents 
occurred at Aldershof, near Poisdam, on Satur- 
day. The insurgents demanded the surrender 
of a big benzine magazine, gyarded by an 
officer and fifty men. They then — fire, 
and a protecting force, which, after brave 
resistance, was reduced to one officer and four 
men, hed finally to surrender. An aeroplane 
which witnessed the fighting summoned troops 
to the scene, and violent etreet fighting 
occurred at Aldershof lasting till evening. Tho 
troops then went on to Koepenick, destroyin 
barricades encountered on the road, and re- 
storing order in Koepenick itself. 

Berlin is now setiling down to normal con- 
ditions. Railway and postal services are re- 
sumed, shops and stores are opened, and fac- 
tories getting back to work. The situation has 
eased somewhat.

GREAT NEW INDUSTRY IN 
NORFOLK. 
——- 


Une of the most striking features of the 
present day is the extensive use of oil producis. 
To-day is, indeed, the age of oil, which has 
become inseparable from our daily life. Many 
great ocean liners have already discarded coal 
for oil fuel; the automobile in these islands 
consumes over 200,000,000 gallons of motor spirit 
every year; five million lamps are lighted each 
night, all drawing their light from illuminating 
oil; while the wheels in ali our hives of indus- 
try unceasingly revolve, thanks to the use of 
lubricating mineral oil. Yet, strange to relate, 
the British Isles hitheriq have been almost 
solely dependent for oil supplies upon foreign 
countries. 

But im the near future England is to have 
an oil industry of its own, as the oil shale 
deposits of Norfolk are to be commercially 
developed without delay... For some years 
geologists have asserted that it was to Norfolk 
that we had to look for possible sources of oil 
supply from the, oilkbearing shale beds which 
they suggested abounded near the surface. As 
a result of test borings. carried out during the 
past few months,.a well-known geologist, Dr. 
Forbes Leslie;"F.G.8/) asserts that the existence 
of over 2,000,000,000 toms of oil-beuring shales, 
all within a depth of three hundred feet of 
the eurface, has been revealed. Yet this 
enormous deposit by nó means exhausts the 
various seams, for they appear to be almost 
without limit. Again, the characier of the 
shale itself wwaterially differs from ay ge 
yet found elsewhere in the world, for its oi 
content is proved to be about sixty gallons to 
the ton, or more than twice that yielded by 
the Scottish oil shales.
